It teems almost incredible 
that Frank should enter into a plot to 
mnrder bis father, bnt he not only did 
eo, but bos confessed Us guilt. 


TBlPliOT, 


As tbe stoiy will develop, tbe plan of 


the young men wae to hire a villain in 
Chicago to do tbe foul deed, Both went 
to Chicago for tbe sols purpose ot engag- 
ing tbe man. It eaema that they put up 
at tbe Chicago Hotel, on South State 
street, early in January, tbe present 
month, and bad been there nearly two 
week*. Having failed in finding their 
man, they had doubtless become dit- 
oonraged.

It has been many years since tbe court 


houee was so densely filled with specta- 
tors, all assembled no doubt to get a 
view of Crawford1 and observe whet would 
be done in the case. Colonel Mathiae, 
tbe husband of Crawford'a victim, occu- 
pied a seat near tbe attorneys' table. He 
was in consultation with State's Attor- 
ney Mills, who, because of rheumatic 
affliction bos not been able to appear tn 
court until to-day. He baa not entirely 
recovered, bnt will in person conduct the 
proecution ot all criminal eases. 


Tbe new petit jury for the third and 


fourth weeks of the term, %A men, were 
sworn In and instructed by the court. 


W, K. Crawford came into court and 


looked neither to the right or left as he 
was brought to a chair near tbe attor- 
neys' general deck. He looked to be in a 
fair state ol health, but as yet he baa not 
regained tbe use ot his voice, because ot 
the cut in tbe neck inflict*3 by his own 
hand that afternoon in tbe month ot 
July last, northeast of Decatnr.

The ink WBS brought againet the Cottsol- 
tdated Coal Company, of St. Lonia, by 
James D. Baker, collector ot St. Clair 
county, 111, The coal company became 
tbe owners of veins ot coal anppoeed to 
exist in certain farme ot the county men- 
tioned.

Michael Duggan is well known to most

He enlisted in Battery 


"I" Second Illinois Artillery in which 
organization he re-enlisted and served 
until the close of the wnr. He wus with 
his battery and participated in tventy- 
sii bottles and sfeirtnir»Lea io all. Michael 
Dnggan wns aeknowlndged to have acted 
as among the best ot soldiers. His bat- 
tery was connected with the Ponrteenth 
Army Corps and participated in Sher- 
man's march to ssa. At the siege ot 
Island No. 10 he was severely injured, 
but temporarily recover ing from the in- 
jury be served until the close ot the war, 
That injury, however, culminated in par- 
tih sis about twenty-two years ago, mnoe 
which time he hue been an invalid until 
relieved by death. About ten years ago 
be waa placed in St. Mary's Hospital ot 
this city, where be remained until hie 
death, fie leaves four children tn mourn 
bis departure; Stephen Duggan, of Pine 
Blnfl, Ark.; Mrs. Catherine Hogan, of 
Lake City; Mtcbuel Daggan, of Dalton 
Oity, and Mies Bridget Dnggan, of this 
city.

In tbe one on SB tree trade be- 
tween the American farmer and the Eu- 
ropean manufacturer, Mr. Milia and all 
Ills disciples argue, would be profitable 
to both, because each wonld be sellfog 
hie product in the highest market, and 
in tbe other argument be says it would 
be profitable to both, because each wonld 
be buying tbe products of the other in 
the chuttpext market, "being actuated by 
the motive of gain," 


This is contradiction run mad, warped 


and out at the knees, and yet it is tbe 
beet tbe free trane nonsense admits ot. 
It is the only way tbat tha old saw, "Buy 
where yon can buy the cheapest and sell 
where jon can eel) Ihs highest," which is 
self-contradictory, can be kept on its 
legs. Now, honor bright, Mr. Review, 
might it not be profitable tor yon "to get 
acquainted with the arguments ot free 
traders?"

WBAT WAS DONE. 
: 


The Committee on hard roide enggest- 


ed that a lair be passed providing for 
the iesne ot twenty-five year bonds, to be 
floated at a loir rate ot interest, the pro- 
ceeds to be used in building bard roada 
and the bonde to be paid by assessments 
upon the lands specially benefited. 


The committee on legislation reported 


a resolution flaking the legislators to au- 
thorize county boards to rediatrict voting 
precincts as occasion may require, but 
the convention refaeed to adopt this. 


A resolution favoring the redaction ot 


the salaries nt county superintendents of 
schools was adversely reported, and the 
convention agreed with the committee 
that each a redaction would be very OB- 
wise. 


Tbe committee reported adversely a 


resolution recommending the repeal of 
the law requiring the publication ot tbe 
financial reports of township offloere. 


A resolution waa adopted asking the 


state to provide a suitable home and me- 
chanical school tor the care, maintenance 
and education of homeless children who 
have not committed crimes necessitating 
their committal to reform schools. 


The committee on care ot the insane 


reported the following resolution, which 
was adopted: 


Unsolved, That it is the sense of this 


convention that the incurable insane of 
the state should be suitably and properly 
cured for by the state, and we most ear- 
nestly request the Thirty-seventh General 
Assembly to make provision for the care 
and maintenance ot tbe incurable insane 
by suitable and proper legislation, believ* 
ingae we do that no meana abort of a 
stuts control of tbia subject will properly 
meet tbe demands ot a humane and just 
people and remedy tbe evils now so ap 
parent in the care and management ol 
thia un tor tan ate class ot our fellow-men 


It wtta the sense ot the convention that 


the Australian ballot system should be 
adopted. The report submitted bj the 
committee on taxation wse adopted. It 
recommends that both tbe real and per 
eona! property of all persons and corpo- 
rations be assessed on the basis ot its 
fuir cash value; that the legislature be 
rcqaf sted to Bi the maximum limitation 
of the tax levy at 1 per cent on such valu- 
ation in any one year, and to also pro< 
bibit ooanty authorities tram assessing 
tases the aggregate ot which shall exceed 
20 cents on each flOO valuation. The 
report also recommended that all persons 
and corporations listing property for tax- 
ation should be examined under oath 
The convention then adjourned to meel 
in Peotie the second Tuesday in January 
neit.

Among the Msjot'e creditors in the 


East are Pwigbt Mclntyre and J. T. 
Newman, of Itbnca, N, Y. These gentle- 
men claim that the Major owee them 
930,000, money invested in Dakota. Mr. 
Mclotyre end Mr. Newman have had 
frequent consultations with Mr. Emery, 
and they have, bud a settlement whion 
nppeare to have b*en etttiaf actory to the 
New Yorkers. Becmue Mr, Emery did 
cot pay Mr, Mdotyreaprorataehoreof 
the money used to pay the Emery home 
debte in full, Mr, Mclntyre hae since 
been 
making threats to have Mr, 


Emery indicted for embezzlement and 
forgery, Mr. Emery enters a positive 
denial that he bos in any sense been 
guilty of forgery or embezzlement, end ia 
prepared to prove his innocence it neces- 
sary. Mr. Emery admita that he owes 
Mr. Mclntyre about 86000. 


It is published that Mr. Mclntyre hfie 


gone before the present grand jury to 
secure an indictment against Mr, Emery. 
The jury n>ny have trie case under con- 
sideration, but in soy event, it an indict- 
ment is returned the public will certainly 
suspend judgment until the fade are de- 
veloped at the trial, 


Mr, Emery bap been an honored citizen 


and business man at Maroa for many 
yeare. He baa been a good businessman, 
active and careful. In hie transactions 
in Dakota he wae too lenient end gener- 
ous for his own good, trusting the farm- 
ers and paying interest for them out ol 
his own pocket. 


No one acquainted with Mejor Emery 


will credit any accusation ot criminality 
lodged agnrnat him, and certainly it ie 
but fair and just not to pass judgment on 
the case before the trial is had.

and wealth, prosperity and power will 
bleu the land that ie dedicated to tres 
men, 
tree labor and free trade. 


This position Is certainly plain enough 


for the Review to understand. 
It is 


plain enough to preclude the possibility 
ot sensible quibbling. It tennoente the 
position ot the Democratic party. 
That 


party means to do eiaotly what Mr. Mills 
argues ought to be done, namely, to es- 
tablish, as soon as it has power, tree 
trade. It means to put thia country in 
position where the laboring man will be 
forced to hnatle for bread on the same 
bnaia nt wages like laborers in Greet Brit- 
ain receive with tbe disadvantage that 
the artillery of free trade will be trcined 
upon our factories and mills ae infringe* 
ments upon the divine rights of Great 
firitain to do tbe manufacturing. 


Bat, while tbe Democratic party de- 


eirea to be able to bring about these 
things, as soon as it is sate to do so, it 
fears that tbe people of this country will 
not accept tbe teaching in its entirety, 
and like tbe Review, its organs and pub- 
lic teachers, while they teach it, deny in 
campaign timee, in the North, that each 
is their intention. But at other times 
they are more bold.

this sentiment ee luetily as tbe Demo- 
crats in tbe Illinois Rouse of Represen- 
tatives cheered 
the same sentiment 


when expressed by Mr, Oockrell in a 
speech delivered a few days ago. But 
the Review, m face of these facts, has 
tbe audacity to say that the Democratic 
party ia not a free trade party. It it 
not a free trade party we bave En it the 
spectacle ot» party which does a great 
deal of lying to bring about tbat which it 
says it doee not believe in.
